It is doubtful, 
lough, whether this great delicacy of 
ic epicure ^ill be cheniK'necl to any 
pprcciable extent by the multiplicity 
f the farms, for the choice Miriety, 
rhich I'ost about 1i\e dollars a]>iece. 
•ill always be scarce. Still, if inex- 
orienced jivrsons itrc attracted to the 
idiscriminate cultivation of the. ter- 
aj)in by 1 he inducement

roflts, it i« possible that in time the 
oromon varieties, now worth from $15 
o $20 a do/.en, will thrive to the extinc- 
ion of the rare "diamond backs." 


A typical terrapin farm contninsabout 


wo or three acres of land and water. It 
a surrounded by a board fence to pre- 


nt the animals from escaping. The in- 


wior is divided into lots. There must 
e suilicicnt marshy ground proiided 
or the terrapins, which burrow in the 
mud during cold weather. 


The eggs are laid in the sun. The fe- 


imle claws a hole in the sand, hollowing 
t out in the form of an inverted cone, 
\ith the greatest nicety. In this nest 
.lie deposits her eggs, usually about a 
lo/.en, and then packs the sand down 
vith tihe hard .shell of her In-cast. 
The 


ggs ore hatched by the heat of t.hc snu, 
en weeks being the average time of in- 
nbation. When Hie liltle terinpims 
lig themselves out of (.he sand they take 
it once 1o the \valjer and ai e able to look 
.nit. for themselves. 


The terrapin lakes his winler <juar- 
rs at the bottom of (he pond. The 


iltler ones sleep all through the cold 
neiither, while the younger ones- re- 
miin around the edges of the bank. —X.
